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book will possess knowledge which would have taken years of actual prac- 
tice to acquire. The great importance of such knowledge is clearly and 
forcibly stated in the introduction by Prof. W. M. Lile of the University 
of Virginia. It is safe to say that if this book is thoroughly taught in the 
law schools of the country the result will be that law graduates will 
come to the bar with much better equipment than heretofore for the prac- 
tical work of office and court room. 



The AhrbicahLaw Relating To Income and Principal, by Edwin A. Howes, 
Jr., of the Massachusetts Bar. Little, Browp and Company, Boston: 1905. 

This is a monographic note on the subject indicated by its title. It is a 
very thorough note, examining or citing about two hundred and fifty cases 
on the subject. It is an application in many phases Of the following 
principle : "The corpus or principal of a trust is not the cash of which it 
may have originally consisted, or the cash value at the time of appraisal, 
but the actual property in which it may be invested for the time being." 
For example, "when trust funds are invested in the purchase of shares of 
stock in a railroad company, the principal is, not the cash paid for the 
stock, but the stock itself, and if that is later sold for more than the trus- 
tee paid for it, the increase is not income, but belongs to the principal." 
The analysis and treatment are good ; and the style is clear. 



The American Judiciary, by Simeon E. Baldwin, LL. D. The Century Company 
New York: 403pp. $1.25 net. 

This volume is to the lawyer the most interesting in the valuable 
American State Series, edited by Prof. W. W. Willoughby of the Chair of 
Political Science Johns Hopkins University. The entire series could be 
read with great profit by those interested in public affairs. The fol- 
lowing volumes have already appeared: The American Constitutional Sys- 
tem, which is an introduction to the Series and is written by Prof. 
Willoughby; City Government in the. United States, by Prof. F. J. Good- 
now of Columbia University; Party Organization, by Prof. Jesse Macy, 
of Iowa College; The American Executive and Executive Methods, by 
President J. H. Finley of the College of the City of New York; American 
Legislatures and Legislative Methods, by Prof.. Paul Reinsch of the Univer- 
sity of Wisconsin; Territories and Colonies, by W. F. Willoughby, 
Treasurer of Porto Rico; and Local Government in the United States 
(cities excepted), by Prof. John A. Fairlie of the University of Michigan. 

We have been greatly interested in reading Judge Baldwin's chapter 
on the appointment, tenure of office, and compensation of judges. He is quite 
decided in his opposition to the election of judges by the people and gives 
a large number of very interesting incidents in which the people have 
failed to re-elect some very able judges on account of some unpopular 
ruling. He cites the defeat of Chief Justice Swan of Ohio, who lost his 
position on account of his construction of the fugitive slave law, and also 
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of Chief Justice Cooley of Michigan, one of the greatest jurists the coun- 
try has ever produced, who failed to secure re-election after twenty-one 
years of distinguished service, largely on account of an opinion which he 
had given supporting a large- verdict for libel against a Detroit newspaper. 
The weak point in Judge Baldwin's argument is that equally unworthy 
motives actuate the legislature in its selection of judges, for in intelligence 
and fairness they but fairly represent the average of the people at large. 
Bad motives might also actuate the executive in his appointment of judges 
where the power is lodged in him. On the whole Judge Baldwin's book 
is one of very great interest not only to members of the bar, but to all 
citizens who wish to inform themselves in governmental affairs. Few 
if any in this country are as eminently fitted as Judge Baldwin to write 
on the American Judiciary. 



Hints for Forensic Practiob: A Monograph on Certain Rules Appertaining to 
the Subject of Judicial Proof. By Theodore F. C. Demarest, A. B., Columbia: LL. 
B.: Editor of New York Surrogate Reports. Author of a Treatise on Elevated 
Railroad Law; A Study of the Abcndroth Case, etc. The Banks Law Publishing 
Company, 21 Murray Street, New York: 1905. 

This very able monograph discusses some most important questions of 
evidence. It suggests to the mind of the trial lawyer many important 
points of practice which can be used to great advantage in the conduct of 
his cases. In the first chapter the author discusses the objection to evi- 
dence as "incompetent, irrelevant, and immaterial;" in the second chapter 
"Cases, adjudicating upon objections;" the third "Striking out and Disre- 
garding Evidence;" and in the fourth "Motions to Direct and to Set Aside 
Verdicts." This little work is evidently from the hand of a profound 
student of the law. 



New York State Library. Melvil Dewey, Director. Year book of Legislation 
1904. Edited by Robert H. Whitten, Sociology Librarian. New York State 
Educatlpn Department, Albany: 1905. Price J1.00. 

The New York State Library is rendering the entire country a most 
valuable service by its annual publication of Legislative Bulletins. The 
first part of the book contains a digest of the governors' messages. Impor- 
tant recommendations are briefly digested and topically arranged so that 
the trend of recommendation on current problems may be easily ascertained. 
The second part contains an index of legislation, briefly summarizing the 
2190 laws and constitutional amendments passed in 1904. The third part 
gives a review of the legislation of the year made up of the contributions 
of forty specialists from all parts of the country, each reviewing the 
year's progress in his particular field. For instance, there are articles on 
legislation relative to Law making and Elections; another on legislation 
concerning Public Health; yet another gives a review of the new laws on 
Corporations, and so on, covering every field of legislation. Legislators
